NEW YORK, N. Y„ September 22.— O. W. Loft’s 
On Wutch loomed up today as a dangerous ••on- 
tender for the Latonia t'haiiiplonshlp Stakes when 
he rushed to the front at the rise of the barrier 
in the Bayview Handicap, at one mile, and a six- 
teenth, the feature of the Aqueduct card, and held 
away throughout, defeating rirriis, tlie odds-on fa- 
vorite, by three leiigtlis. Also On Watch liroke the 
track record for the distance by oue-fifth of a 
second. It was made by Exterminator on June 29 
of this year and stood at 1:44. (Mrrus was under 
restrain^ in the early running. ■ but when Ensor 
called on the Hildreth colt in the stretiili lie was 
easily held safe, although he easily took second 
place from Damask. Fair Gain, which had endeav- 
ored to head the leaders at a time, was a tired last. 

The talent had it right again in the third race, 
when It selected Great Gull, after Frederick the 
Great hod been withdrawn. The Bryn Mawr geld- 
ing, after being restrained In the early running, 
came fast, when straighteneil out in the stretch and 
won by three lengths, going awa.r. Tarascon was 
the early pac-emaker, btit he tired badly when the 
real racing began. Lottery showed a good per- 

formaiiee when lie came with a rush in the last 
fifty yard* and beat Anriini by a length for second 
money. 

Jockey Ensor’s skill again brought a winner in 
the Glorlfier, a high -weight handicap, when he 
landed Sea Mint the winner, a length in front of 
the favorite Sennings Park. The latter was off 
slowly and his effort to get to a contending posi- 
tion told on him. He seemed the winner fifty 
yards out, hut tired near the end and just saved 
second place from Major Parke, which was riiii- 
iiing fastest of all at the finish. Major Parke ran 
probably the best race of all, for lie was the victim 
of Interference at several times in the race. 

Due to another energetic ride on the part of 
Ensor, Light Fantastic pot up in the last strides 
to defeat the favorite Silence in the opening dash, 
a race for two-year-olds at five-eighths of a mile. 
Episode came from far back to take tlilrd money. 
Ross R., one of the highly considered ones, showed 
a flash of early speed, but tired in the stretch. 
Wise Dove and Tout Or, coupled as the Wideiier 
entry, were prominent in tlie early riiniiiug. 

Captain Alcock demonstrated conclusively that 
his recent snn>risingly good race was no fluke by 
taking up 115 pounds in the fiftli race of the day 
and running its mile in the good time of 1:37%, 
defeating such useful racers as Sweet Music, lai 
Itablee, Whisk and Yung Clung with great ease. 
Jolin B. Madden considered Captain Alcock highly 
promising when lie brought him East as a two- 
.vear-old and his opinion seems to be vindicated by 
thl. slowly developing young horse. He may be 
capable of better things sliortly. 

Episode, owned by J. A. Coburn, was claimed 
out of the first race for $2,500 liy J. Byer. Silence 
was claimed out of the same race for $2,265 by G. 
W, Atkinson.

HAVRE DE GR.4CE. Md., September 22.— 
J. K. L. Ross’ gallant filly Milkmaid attempted to 
conceile twenty-one pounds to the speeily Pen Rose 
in the running of the Suffragette Handicap at the 
Havre track today, bnt failed after a game effort. 
Pen Rose rushed to the front soon after the start, 
with Milkmaid in close pursuit. They maintained 
that order until passing the mile post, when Jlllk- 
niaid’s heavy imiiost began to tell. In the last 
sixteenth Sehuttinger shook up Pen Ros«* and the 
daughter of Sweep, although swerving out. easily 
drew away frem the tiring Milkmaid. The latter 
barely saved second place from the fast closing 
Kubidiiini, tlie only other starter. 

Another large crowd was present tills afternoon 
and wltiiesse«l some excellent racing under ideal 
weatlier ami track conditions. 

E. B. Mcl>eaii’s Flying Welshman scored a i>op- 
nlar victory in the fourth raci» defeating Phantom 
Fair after a stiibliornly contested struggle, the <Hit- 
eome of which was in doubt until the last few 
strides. 

J. 11. Shreve furnished the winner of the first 
race in his King James filly Dolly C., which led 
home I>inghlaml anil Toss T’li. the two most 
favored in the speculation. Corey rode a strong 
finish on the winner. 

Fourteen platers met in the second race and 
Allah, after pmetically setting the pace throughout, 
was returned the winner, with Kiriih and Happy 
Go laicky second and third res|iectively. 

Withdrawals removed several of tlie more for- 
midable entries to the tlilrd race, leaving Miimbo 
Jumbo the favorite. The old gelding despite his 
heavy imiuist made good, but was tiring at the 
end and his winning iiiargiii was but a head. 

Summer Sigh, with Rodriguez up, won the sixtli 
in a drive, with Franklin second and Master Bill 
third. Summer Sigh paid $68.70 for $2. The 
stewards were not satisfied with tliis form re- 
verseii and asked trainer W. A. Burttwhell for an i 
exptii nation. Tiie horse liad run previously under 
the handling of Biirttscheli and shown nothing. 
In the trajiier’s defense the stewards announced 
that he asked permission before, the race to be 
allowt-d to instruct Hodriguez to wait with the 
horse, explaining that he had been told that Is the 
manner in which the liorse likes to run. Biirttseliell 
statetl that he had lost on the horse in previous 
starts aud did not back it toilay.

SHILLING SAYS RACE IS SURE 

Feels Certain That Man o’ War and Sir Barton 
Will Meet at Kenilworth Park. 



LEXINGTON. Ky., Sept. 22.— C. II. Shilling ar- 
rived this morniiig in charge of Star Voter, which 
will ••arr.v the J. K. L. Ross colors in the Bree<l- 
ers’ Futurity. When asked regarding the report 
that Sir Barton, Man o’ War and Externiinator 
would meet at Kenilworth Park for a $.50,000 purse. 
Shilling said that it was ids iiiiderstandiug that 
the race was on and that Commander Ross had 
gone to New York to discuss witli S. D. Kiddle, 
owner of Man o’ War, 'relative to details of the 
proiiosjHl meeting of the two liorses. According 
to Shilling, it matters little if Externiinator is 
entered, as it was nearly certain that Sir Barton 
and Man o’ War would go. The race will be at 
a mile and a quarter, according to Shilling, and 
at a weight arrangement which will set Sir Barton 
to carry 129 pounds and 5Ian o’ War 126. 

Manager Winn has not eiitir»-ly given up hope 
of bringing Man o’ War, Sir Barton and Exter- 
minator together in ii special race and stands ready 
to offer a big sum for a meeting of the trio at a 
mile and a half or a mile and three-quarters. The 
race is pro|>osed to be held at I.ditoiiia .some time 
late in October, which will enable the horses to 
fully get over the effects of their struggle at 
Kenilworth.
